by the census. The number of Brah'- 
manic Hindus in 1801 was 207,OCO,fi57, 
or ,7 In 10 of tho population. This 
great sect,,1>roadly speaking, has da,- 
cllned49 In jl.OOO since 1891, but chief- 
)y because of famine nnd marrlago 
customs. Tho\ Mohammedans, In the 
same decennial period, managed, to 
increase 9 per cent, their total number 
now being 02,458,077. Assertions often 
made that Mo'lmmmcdahlHth is gaining 


i ground in Ind|a thus appear to bo well 
j founded, and It Is evident that, at the 
j present rato of Increase, that religion 


may sometime dominate the country. 
While Buddhism Increased 33 "per cent 
It Is confined almost exclusively to 
Burma; and there most of the 9.000,- 
000 nominal, adherents of the Buddhis- 
tic cult are really bound to an ancient 
demon worship. As for Christianity in 
India, the census of 1901 returns 2,- 
823,211 professors of the Christian 
faith, an Increase of 31 per cent since 
1891. This growth^ seems decidedly 
encouraging, 'nit It must .be said that, 
according to the official view, the re- 
turns of Christians were swelled by 
tho Inclusion of famine waifs, who 
were cast upon Christian charity in 
large numbers by the terrible fam- 
ines of the past decade. It Is also 
stated that In Madras and Bengal the 
more degraded classes tend to become 
converts to Christianity for social rea-' 
sons.—Montreal Herald.
